received a direct tip from the New 
York and Chicago underworlds 
that former Justice Joseph Force 
Crater is alive.

He had written me at Port- 


land, about 12 miles from Strouds- 
burg to call on him without fail. 
We met in his room at a fashion- 
able hotel. There he made me a 
proposal that hag kept me awake 
many nights since. 


He asked me point blank wheth- 


er I wanted to find Judge Crater. 


"Don't think that I'm doing this 


for your sake," he said, "any more 
than I am for my own. They've 
still got a 'dick' on the case down 
in the city, and it's about time old 
Crater was brought in, so that us 
guys won't be under suspicion the 
rest of our lives.'' 


I 
told my informer 
that I 


thought Judge Crater had been 
"ironed out," and that his body 
had been buried in cement. 


He laughed at me, and made the

The message to Judge 
Crater 


will read: 


"Come in. Your time is up. You 


haven't anything to fear from now 
on.

bring you in." It will be signed 
by a name well known to him. 


My New York informer has told 


me he believes there is a possibilty 
--as has been remarked — that 
Crater was seen in the desert ne*.r 
Warner's Hot Springs, Cal. But 
that the possibility is "slight," lor 
the reason that Crater should be 
farther north, or was the last time 
he was contacted. 


I have faith in the information 


that has been given rne. For rea- 
sons I cannot divulge at this time, 
I was chosen to find -Judge Crater.

A candi- 
date who promises results quickly by some 
complicated scheme difficult to under- 
stand may well receive the ardent support 
of the people, even though in the long run 
the scheme is destructive of the very ideals 
to which he professes allegiance. 


The converse is that a candidate who 


honestly believes in the ends, and advo- 
cates means to attain them which, though 
sound, entail long periods for their devel- 
opment, may well be defeated because 
the people wish some plan which promises 
to give results over night.

Every other form implies, in the long run, 
the exploitation of the many for the sake 
of the few . 


In Europe now, for example, we have 


Fascism in Italy, Nazism in Germany, and 
Communism in Russia. Each of the three 
maintains that it is different from the other 
two. This is not the case'. All three are 
basically and fundamentally 
the same 


thing, for all three are based on dictatorial 
powers of the few, and the ultimate result 
of all three will be the oppression of the 
rank and file. Indeed, it makes no differ 
ence whether you swing far to the right or 
far to the left in government. In either 
case, if you swing far enough, you meet 
ultimately in a tyranny.

such things as our nerves just die 
quietly, too, instead of puffing up 
and writhing around like a brand 
new young person's nerves, with 
neuralgia? 


I don't know why it ig, but it Is 


true. 
Old age is par excellence 


the time for neuralgia. There is 
trigeminal neuralgia, tic doulou- 
reau, facial neuralgia—all names 
for the same infernal thing—it sel- 
dom occurs before 60, and when it 
does come along it makes life mis- 
erable for a while. Fortunately, it 
can be helped quite effectively—if 
not by swch simple methods as- 
heat, or trichlorethylene, then by 
injection of the nerve, or, as a last 
resort, removal of the Gassenian 
ganglion. 


Then there is another condition 


of later life—which is also a form 
of neuralgia—shingles or herpes 
zoster. That gives quite a lot of 
trouble for a time, but can be re- 
lieved, and there is one ray of hope 
about it which I am always glad 
to be able to give to the many 
people who write me about it: it 
does not return after the first at- 
tack.
